The meeting was called to order 


by Mr. A. W. Hutton, 
Secretary

the Democratic

mittee, 
who presented 
the name 
of 


Gov. John (J. Downey lor President 
of 


the 
meeting, 
and 
who 
was 
unani- 


mously elected. 


Gov. Downey, on taking ihcChair, 


said he regretted

These gentlemen appeared 
and took 


their seats,

day.

voice of the 


great Democratic party on 
tho issues 


now 
before you. ft is the prerogative 


of the people to have their willcrystal- 
ized into law. 
It is their will to say 


who shall be their officers and admin- 
ister their laws. 
It depends on you to 


say what laws shall be carried 
out in 


the 
succeeding 
four 
years. 
Un- 


der 
our Constitution 
it 
is 
wise- 


ly 
provided 
that

shall fill the offices of State. 
Thero 


are now three parties in this State and 
two great parties in the Nation.

Republican party has been a historical

for over fourteen 
years.

must pass in hasty review the history 
of the last ten or fifteen 
years.

will lind sufficient food In a few salient 
points to show

Did the Republican party 


meet the just expectations

ple? 
Were their measures 
best adapt- 


ed to give peace and Union? Itoccurs 
to me to ask such a question is to an- 
swer it. 
What 
was 
the leading fea- 


ture ofreconstruction, 
adopted against 


the earnest protestof the insurrection- 
ary States and a huge, intelligent and 
patriotic minorityknown as the Dem- 
ocratic party? 
The leading feature of 


reconstruction 
was 
that the African, 


who had been in servitude, should not 
merely be free, but guaranteed 
every 


civil aud political right, making him 
the equal of tbe white. 
The people of 


the States did not believe 
this wise 


policy. It was 
not calculated 
to in- 


spire 
the South 
with respect for the 


flag, but the Republican party being 
in the ascendancy,having 
a two-thirds 


majority in Congress and having an ex- 
ecutive with them were able to enforce 
any terms of reconstruction. 
In pur- 


suance 
of this they adopted first one 


amendment 
to the Constitution and 


then auother, 
uutil finallyreconstruc- 


tion 
was completed 
by the Fifteenth 


Amendment, 
which said that no per- 


son could bo deprived of the ballot 
owing 
to race, 
color, 
or 
previous 


condition 
of 
servitude. 
These 


meanures 
were 
opposed 
by 
a 


majority 
of 
the 
insurrectionary 


States, and the Democratic party. The 
Republican 
party 
having 
adopted 


these 
amendments, 
the 
Democrats 


recognize 
them 
as finalities. 
They 


recognize the fact that the 
13th, 
14th 


aud 15th amendments 
are part of the 


Constitution, equally with tho origin- 
al 
document, 
aud if the Democracy 


are entrusted 
with power in the next 


national administration, they willen- 
force these amendments 
the same 
as 


other parts of that sacred 
document, 


the Constitution. 
With these amend- 


ments 
the Southern 
question should 


have 
been 
settled, 
as a question in 


politics. 
Five 
years 
have 
elapsed 


since tbe adopt ion of the 15th amend- 
ment, and yet the Republican 
party 


still make it an important 
element 


in politics, and 
willforsomo 
time to 


come. 
Many socially and highly re- 


spectable people believe the principle 
announced 
by Gorham 
in 
1807, that 


all have 
a common 
brotherhood 
in 


man, and a uuiverual 
father-hood 
In 


God. 
This doctrine 
such distinguish- 


ed 
orators as 
Sumner 
and 
Wendel 


Phillips believed, in the very depths 
of their being. 
They wanted 
no res- 


toration, unless the social and pollti- 


cal l ights of the negro were fullyrec- 
ognized. 
Another clans of adventur- 


ous politicians desired to obtain 
high 


office 
and wield 
party 
patronage- 


Grant, Butler, Logan, and a catalogue 
of names 
too Jong to be enumerated, 


nre of this class. 
They are not of tbe 


Republican party faith, but desire 
to 


use the political power in reconstruct- 
ing the Southern States, and rule Con- 
gress through the negro vote. Another 
class were the capitalists 
who desired 


to control Congress 
that their invest- 


ments of capital 
might return 
them 


r>o, 75 or 100 per cent. 
Reconstruction 


was forced on the country through the 
co-operation 
of 
these 
interested 


classes. 
Sumner 
and 
Phillips 
got 


their wish, and the negro was declared 
a man and a brother. 
Grant and But- 


ler achieved their hopes, and 
grasped 


the most effective 
weapon 
ever pos- 


sessed by politicians.
